Thus, through the brutality that In- 
spired the horrors against the Chris- 
tian Inhabitants of Turkey is confined 
to Turkish lands, the destitution and 
suffering resulting from It has spread 
to the surrounding countries. 


Liucky as are the refugees who man- 
aged to escape over the Russian bor- 
der. or south into 
Egypt, or perhaps 
across to Greece, In comparison to the 
people left behind, still their plight has 
been desperate Indeed. 


Tho bulk of those refugees who man- 
aged to escape the horrors of deporta- 
tion, the desert, the wild Kurds, or the 
Turkish harem, found their way to 
Erivan and other cities In the Cauca- 
sus. 


Here the Russian government was 
ready and willing to do all in its power 
to relieve their immediate needs, but 
there was lack of funds or time to con- 
sider the problem of rehabilitation. 


Relief societies, however, sprang up 
almost over night, notably the Ameri- 
can Society for Armenian and Syrian 
Relief, which has had men and sta- 
tion.s there almost since the beginning 
of the war. 


In this region alone, there are be- 
tween fifteen and twenty thousand or- 
phans. 
gathered 
in 
orphanages 
or 
"farmed out" to families who will care 
for them in return for a slight govern- 
ment grant, or a regular sum promised 
by a relief society.

Here It is a case of trying to provide 
not a "supplementary meal." as was 
asked for Belgian children, but one es- 
sential meal each day. 


Without it the helpless youngsters 
were dying by hundreds in the streets. 


Tens of thou.sands of refugees who 
escaped to the Caucasus had nothing 
but the clothes on their backs. 
They 
lay In the open under the burning sun 
by day and the chilly air of the night, 
with no change of clotjiing, almost no 
food. 


Typhus and dlsentery broke out, and 
for a week in many centers hundreds 
died daily. 


Very slowly, little rooms or rough 
shelters were found, and many families 
were quite 
extinguished 
before aid 
could be given them. 


Relief workers have done wonders, 
but lack of funds hampers the work. 


It has been a case of choosing out 
of a multitude, all at the point of des- 
titution, those who are to be helped; 


the children, of course, have come first. 


One of the workers. Dr. G. C. Rey- 
nolds,, speaking of a little fellow of six, 
says: 


"He was bereft, at a blow of hi« p»r» 
! ents and two sisters. 
The family lived 
in Van and fled with the rest in th« re- 
treat of 
1915. 
They reached 
Ech- 
miadzin, where is situated the head ot 
the Armenian church, but eonditioiM 
were no better there than elsewhere^ 
and due to exposiure, hunger and dis- 
ease both parents and the sisters died, 
leaving poor little Varaated alone In th« 
world. 
His aged grandmother ia try- 
(ing to care for him, but she must har« 
' financial help." 
j 
Estimates place the number of Ar- 
menians and Syrian refugees in the 
j Russian Caucasus alone at 250.000, and 
i in eastern Turkey the number Is 100,- 
000. 
This total is being increased each 
day by newcomers. 
Nearly all 
are 
without employment. The larger pro* 
portion are women and children. 
' 
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FEDERALIZED RAILROADS. 


. What advance may be made toward cora- 
(pletely and pennanently federalized railroads 
îin the United States as a result of the estab- 
llishment of government operation as a war 
jmeasure will depend npon the public ad- 
vantages demonstrated. For years radieaLs 
have demanded government ownership of the 
railroads as a part of the program of political 
land economic extremism, but in very recent 
'times that demand has not been confined to 
the extremists. 
Many of the big railroad 
^executives and financiers have been declaring 
•with the utmost candor that only through 
government operation of the railroads could 
there be a return of efficiency to the country's 
rail transport. 


This view is predicated, of course, upon tlia 
assumption that there will be no recession 
from the progressing policies of government 
in ^Jie control of interstate commerce. The 
anti-trust laws and other measures of control 
have well-nigh pitched the railroads into 
chaos. The present breakdown of transporta- 
tion is due in great part, though certainly not 
AvhoUy, to the Irammels the federal enact- 
ments and th'c interstate commerce comrais- 
gion has set upon the operation of the rail- 
roads. There has not seemed to be any way 
around this except in abandonment of iho 
ianti-trust policies of government as enforced 
^Tiring the past dozen years. Railroads an- 
harder put to it trying to obey the law than 
îthcy are attempting to take care of the coun- 
pry's increasing traffic. The prodigious growth 
pt traffic during the past two'or three years 
^as simply broken down the transportation 
«ystem of the country. Since the war began 
land the government's own needs in transporta- 
Ition have become tremendous and imperative 
^he breakdown is almost disastrous. This is 
¡seen in. the multiplying difficulties of the past 
Sialf dozen months getting coal distributed to 
^tbe people and to indnstry. 


To Btep around the law that hampers trans- 
limitation the government has been forced to 
|take control of them and operate them under 
dta own authority. Whatever processes may 
mow make for efficiency can be employed with- 
out let or hindrance. The government is not 
•ruled by the laws and the decisions that have 
ibeen made for the control of the corporations 
tthat own the railroads. 
Wherever it can 
ihandle more traffic or speed up traffic or 
cheapen operation or in any wise or by any 
means improve efficiencies and make the tran.^- 
•portation of the country perform its work the 
government can form its own rules and adopt 
its own practices without any reference to 
anti-trust laws, interstate commerce regula- 
tions or rate controls. 


The experiment will be watched with an 
absorbed and critical interest. The future of 
the greatest single industry the country has 
^ave its agriculture is perhaps bound up in 
the success of federal operation of the rail- 
roads. If the vast efficiencies that theoreti- 
cally hâve been promised, if the prodigious 
economies that have been predicted, if the 
superior service that is hoped for shall to- 
gether issue from this essay of the government 
to administer transportation during the war 
and shall be fully realized the public will be 
pretty much of one mind as to what should 
be the future of the railroads. And tliis as- 
sumes, of course, that the abuses and political 
dangers that have always stood rather por- 
tentously and affrighting in the forefront of 
all proposals for federalized railroads shall be 
escaped or at the least be seen as not neccs- 
eary concomitants of government ownership. 


In any event, it has become clear to reason- 
iblf minds that the federal policy toward rail- 


way finance and operation must be altered in 
some respects. The roads have come to the 
present breakdown through causes for which 
they are not altogether responsible. This is 
shown in the necessity of the government to 
take hold of the railroads as the only alterna- 
tive to radical changes of policy toward cor- 
porate ownership and operation. It may be 
doubted if there is a practicable way to alter 
those policies to meet the situation after the 
war's stresses upon transportation have 
ended, when a return to the private operation 
of the roads would be the logical step. The 
theory of government ownership is undeniably 
having its trial in practical operation and in 
it is invested the future of the railroads of 
America.

that he was not a citizen and had been wholly 
ineligible to serve in public capacities where 
he had acquitted himself well. 
He did not 
himself appear to have known that he was not 
a citizen. The ballot is made too easy a privi- 
lege in Indiana and it ought to be more se- 
verely qualified than it is. 


The new 
police administration 
will find 
itself provided with plenty of cut-out work 
when it takes hold in a few days. 
Whether 
or not it will know what ought to be done 
and how to do it we can't say, but we have 
hopes. An entire now policy of police admin- 
istration is necessary to any radical improve- 
ment of efficiency and morale in the depart- 
ment and we trust the new administration 
will

appreciate that. 
A 
common 
sense view of police organisation and work— 
such a view as would be taken of a private 
business matter—will bring a transformation 
in the department. There are, of courso, some 
restrictions as to "'hiring and firing," o'.viiijLr 
to civil service restraints, but even 
these 
trammels need not be fatal to discipline and 
efficiency if the board of safety will put trust 
in its chief and then decline to meddle in 
and muddle his affairs. 
Matters in th,? de- 
partment cannot be completely remedied in P 
day, but they can be straightened out in <iu 
time if an intelligent and experienced chief be 
given half a show to make good with his job.

Turkey, Rumania 
and Russia, with the possession of the 
resources of these countries, with ac- 
cess to every kind of food, metal and 
raw material, becomes almost uncon- 
querable. 
At best, the war between

favorable to the allies is reached. 
At 
worst, the war may end in some sort 
of compromise, leaving

case if peace is attained by Germany 
yielding every possible concession in 
the west in exchange for a free hand 
in Russia.

dead. 


Hops for the 
great allied 
cauve, 
under the present difflcult conditions, 
lies in the national movement against 
the bolsheviki, already active in nany 
parts of Russia, the movement which 
will turn against any attempt of Ger- 
many to destroy the newly organl/ed 
centers of the Russian democracy and 
to conquer Russia economically. 
The 
recent movement, which began after 
the bolsheviki revolt and which 
re- 
sulted in a flnal "separation" of many 
parts of Russia, such parts as %iberla, 
the Caucasus, the 
Cossacks' regions 
and the Ukraine is very significant. It 
is a remarkable expression of the in- 
stinct for self-preservation, which is 
still very powerful in Russia.

th^t Manuel A. Sanchez is the busiest 
man in the country. 


Sanchez admits that he works twen- 
ty hours out of 
twenty-four days in 
each month at his dual occupation, but 
insists that he likes both jobs so well 
tha,t he canuoC 
persuade 
himself to 
qüit either. 


could lire 
on 
the 
income from 
either work, but I could not thorough- 
ly enjoy 
life without 
the excitement 
/both furnish," Sanchez said when in- 
terviewed. 
"My Spanish blood is the 
stimulant, I guess, that makes me rel- 
ish hard work as long as it is interest- 
ing, and I have b^en busy in tvro fields 
or more since I was 16 years old." 


Sanchez is as nearly a human dyna- 
mo as a man can well be, and he typi- 
fies 
the "never-say-die" spirit in his 
work. 


Born 
with 
a 
silver 
spoon in his 
mouth in Las 
Chaves, 
X. 
M., 
forty 
years ago. his wealthy father was as- 
sassinated when Manuel was 7 years 
of age. 
His mother, 
Mrs. 
Barbara 
Chaves de Sanchez, spent a large pari 
of the family treasure attempting 
to 
bring the assassin to justice through 
the courts of the territory. 
Patrocinio 
Gavaldon v,-as convictcd of the crime 
and sentenced to twenty years" impris- 
onment, after a protracted legal duel 
in distant courts. 
Gavaldon managed 
to get himself pardoned almost imme- 
diately, however, and became a justice 
of the peace at Las Chaves, the village 
bearing the family name of Mrs. San- 
chez. 


One day the storm broke when Jus- 
tice Gavaldon met Mrs. Sanchez on the 
highwaj' near her home. 
There were 
bitter words exchanged, and the jii.s- 
tice, 
it is said, applied an epithet 
to 
Mrs. Sanchez 
in the 
presence of her 
eldest son.

ized for his act.

and the -.vonderful old Spanish house, 
a villa of more than P'^O I'ootns sur- 
rounding a typical patio. 


Ignacio 
remained

side to comfort, 
and provide 
for her.

How he made a umall

young Manuel went to San Francisco 
and casi about for a job in the metrop-

lad, who had no experience at any kind 
of work. 
Manuel 
walked the streets 
many days and many nights in search 
of a place to 
begin 
building his for- 
tunes, and never weakened in his reso- 
lution, despite 
his many 
disappoint- 
ments 


He was amazed at the 
grandeur of 
of the big buildings and the brightly 
lighted streets of Frisco. 
The Palace 
Hotel, famous 
from 
coast 
to coast, 
made an especial hit wit: young San- 
chez. 
Many an evening he lounged in 
front 
of 
this 
palatial 
resort

watched the swells of Frisco enter its 
brilliant portals to dine and dance in 
its radiant halls. 
Finally he decided 
that it would be just as easy to get a 
job in a wonderful place like that as

regalia of a waiter, which was not a 
perfect fit because it was made for a 
much older man. 
The niaitre d'hotel 
shook his head dubiously as he looked 
young Sanchez over, and a smile 
flick- 
ered over his features as he sized up 
the ill-fitting garments. 
In the Palace 
Hotel everything was de rigeur, and 
the head waiter did uot like to assume 
the responsibility o" trying out a nov- 
ice who might trip on his long trous- 
er legs and possibly spill a plate of 
soup on the president of a railroad or 
a multimillionaire mine owner. 
But 
he was short a man 
and 
decided to 
risk it. 


He gave a few instructions to San- 
chez, and found that the lad was well 
educated 
and a quick thinker. 
The 
head waiter was a real artist at his 
profession, 
and 
he 
impressed upon 
Sanchez that h*- must carry himself 
like a gentleman and show courtesy in 
every move and word. That happened 
to be second nature with Sanchez, due 
to the careful training of his mother, 
who was more of a stickler for gentle- 
manly manne-s 
than even 
the head 
waiter. 


Sanchez was a success on his 
first 
job when he served his first dinner at 
the famous Palace Hotel. 
He made a 
hit with everyone who patronized his 
table, and in a few weeks enjoyed the 
friendship of many of the big mju and 
best brains of Frisio. 


William 
Randolph 
Hearst at that 
time was 
in the 
habit of taking his 
evening 
meal 
at 
the 
Palace, 
and 
Hearst became as interested in San- 
chez as the lad became in Hearst. 


It was shortly 
after 
Mrs. 
Phoebe 
Hearst purchased 
the San Francisco 
Examiner as a toy with which her son 
might amuse himself, now that colle|;e 
days were over. 
Young Hearst, how- 
ever, 
surprised 
the 
family 
and his 
friends by wading into journalism with 
unflagging passion. 


After boon 
companlo 
<.z had aban- 
doned him 
for 
the 
evening, Hearst 
would sometimes 
confide 
in 
young 
Sanchez that those ch^ps did not know 
how to enjoy the excitement of life. He 
would philosophize on th«? Joys of set- 
ting things right that were wrong and 
helping the helpless through the me- 


dium of a great daily newspaper. 


These little talks fired Sanchez with 
determination to some day be a pub- 
lisher. 
As one of the working men of 
the nation, .his sympathies were nat- 
urally with the plebians. 
and he was 
painfully conscious that these people, 
like himself, needed help and guidance 
and sympathetic, strong hands to get 
them along through the world as it 
was. 


With the dream 
of 
restoring 
the 
family fortunes to gladden the heart 
of his mother, young Sanchez mingled 
new aspirations to be an editor of a 
powerful paper 
that could 
turn the 
limelight of publicity on all the dark, 
festering 
corners of the 
world and 
drive out the evil conditiobs that ex- 
isted. 


But Mrs. Sanchez could not buy him 
a newspaper plant, fully equipped, to 
begin his great crusade against 
the 
powers of evil. 
He realized that at his 
present rate of progress h-? must spend 
many a weary 
month 
and years at 
work before he could hope to have a 
controlling voice in such a plant. 


Young Sanchez, with an inborn lovç. 
of work, 
buckled 
down 
to his first 
avocation, and did nobly. 
In eighteen 
months he was maitre de hotel, and if 
that distinguished gentleman had died 
or resigned 
in the next 
three years 
Sanchez would have 
been maitre de 
hotel in fact, on the word of John Fitz- 
patrick, the manager of the Palace Ho- 
tel. 


Took Side of Unions. 


But the matre de hotel enjoyed life 
and his job too well to quit either, so 
the impatient 
Sanchez 
decided after 
five successful seasons at the hostelry 
to gather up his savings and move to 
a new field—the far East. 


Sanchez' 
idea cf the 
East at that 
time was Chicago, 
and 
therefore he 
hiked to the Windy City, which was 
several times as big as Frisco, a fact 
that forced 
Sanchez 
to 
expand his 
plans in proportion. 


He was not yet ready to become a 
newspaper publisher, he realized, so 
he decided to follow his work as wait- 
er until he got better acquainted with 
tho big city on the lake. 
He looked 
over the swell hctels and cafes of Chi- 


cago and picked on Hector's a::j ih: . 
that pleased his fancy most. 
Ko ap- 
plied for a position, and when he de- 
scribed his experience at the Palace, 
was placed at work. 


He made money and saved some of 
it, and made himself popular with not 
only the patrons of this place but with 
other cafe managers who saw him at 
work and 
appreciated 
his 
methods. 
The catering firm of Kunz & Remm- 
ler, operating several 
first-class 
cafes 
in Chicago, offered him inducements to 
join their forces. 
He did well in his 
new berth and made himself 
almost 
indispensable to his employers. 


In 
1905 a general 
mo.-ement 
was 
started 
to organize 
the waiters and 
other employes of hotels and cafes in 
labor unions. 
The movement was re- 
sisted In every manner by the employ- 
ers. 
Sanchez' sympathie;. guided him 
to the side of the unions, and he en- 
listed under their banner in the strug- 
gle for better 
wages 
and 
improved 
working conditions. 
His employers of- 
fered 
to make 
him a full partner in 
one of their cafes if he turned his back 
on the labor union and refused to walk 
out on a strike that was declared in 
every hotel and cafe in Chicago of any 
consequence. 


Sanchez 
chose the labor 
union to 
this fine opportunity to establish him- 
self in business, and went out with the 
strikers. 
They 
remained 
out eight 
days, and the strike was lost by 
the 
unions at the end of this period, be- 
cause the employers had found sub- 
stitutes for the strikers and were able 
to get along without the old help. 


Sanchez had cast the die and 
was 
now a martyr to his principles. 
He 
realized more keenly than ever what 
it meant to fight the battles of his fel- 
low man in addition to paddling his 
own canoe. 
He had lost 
In his first 
big fight, and the newspapers with Its 
attendant fortune seemed many years 
further away than ten days before. 


Becomes a Proprietor. 


W^hile comforting himself with the 
reflection 
that he had 
lost in a just 
cause, and 
through no 
fault of his 
own. there came a cheering message 
from his former employers. 
The offer 
was still open, they said, to make him 


a pariner in a cafe at 195 I.a Salle 
" street. 
Sanchoz jumped at it and went 
to work as a proprietor for the 
first 
time, but did not lose his interest In 
the cause of the workingmen ana wo- 
men for a minute. 
His management 
was u success from the start and the 
cafe began to produce larger and larg- 
er profits for the owners every month. 
At 
the pinnacle 
of his management, 
Sanchez 
had 
more iha - 
$40,000 in 
bank and a small amount invested in 
realty. 


Matilda Armijo, Lis childhood sweet- 
heart now lived in Chicago, where fate 
had evidently guided the steps of her 
parents. 
Sanchez renewed 
his suit 
and 
they were 
married. 
Everything 
was 
roseate and the young business 
man had reason to believe that he had 
at least laid 
the foundation 
for the 
restoration of the fortune his father 
had left at his untimely death. 


Then 
the 
pendulum swung. 
Busi- 
ness fell off in spite of anything that 
Sanchez could do to hold it. 
Old 1907 
arrived, and everybody tightened up. 
Most of the savings went back the way 
it came and Sanchez pulled up stakes 
before he went flat broke and came to 
St. Louis to start 
afresh, his confi- 
dence unshaken. 


He returned to his old trade at the 
Jefferson Hotel in 1910, and made good 
again. 
In 1913, another strike loomed 
in his path. 
The Walters' Union. Lo- 
cal No. 20, in which he carried a card, 
succeeded in having one cafe after an- 
other recognize the union. 
The hotel 
managers feared it would be their turn 
next to recognize the Waiters' Union, 
so they beat the union to* it, as they 
say, in the vernacular, and one June 
evening, every large hotel in the city 
notified the white waiters, union and 
non-union, that 
their services 
were 
no longer required. 


Keeping Up With ITews. 


Sanchez head 
fell beneath 
the ax 
with 
all of his union 
associates. 
It 
fired the old Spanish blood on him, 
and he offered 
h i ^ 
services 
to the 
union officials as an active campaign- 
er against the step. 


His thoughts flew back 
to the old 
Palace Hotel and the talks he used to 
have with Hearst. 
Now was the time. 


if ever, to launch his newspaper, when 
the enemy was pressing hard. 
He had 
a few thousands left in hand and he 
resolved to throw it into the enter- 
prise and stand by the result. 


The lockout 
was 
only a day 
old 
when the busy Sanchez got out the 
first issue of The Unionist, a tiny pa- 
per that came out spasmodically for 
the next month, as occasion required. 
In one day of rioting 
about a down- 
town hotel Sanchez got out three is- 
sues in order to keep up with the lat- 
est news. 
The 
newspaper 
proved a 
great factor in winning the fight for 
the white waiters who were locked out. 
It denounced the police roundly 
for 
treatment of white pickets who walk- 
ed before the cafe in question, distrib- 
uting handbills. 


The police arrested about 120 men, 
many of whom went to the police sta- 
tion 
via 
the City Dispensary. 
The 
men were 
all exonerated 
in Police 
Court the next day and in a test case 
carried to the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals, the judges held that the union 
pickets were lawfully entitled to pick- 
et any business establishment, provid- 
ed they did not disturb the peace or 
blockade traffic by their actions. 


This was the gospel spread by The 
Unionist during the strike. 
Its ener- 
getic editor not only wrote the copy 
and locked up the forms as it went to 
press, but he would rush to tne scene 
of the 
daily melee with 
the damp 
copies under his arm and give away 
the paper to the interested public, in 
defiance of the 
squads 
of 
police on 
gu&rd. 


Sanchez made a hit, not only with 
his union colleagues and the public, 
but with many of the police who were 
detailed to "take care" of the union 
pickets. 
They never once used a club 
on him. nor did they arrest such a fire- 
eating picket. 
The picketing ended In 
a clean-cut victory for the union wait- 
ers, and today every hotel recognizes 
them and seems to be pleased with the 
service the union men furnish. 
Free Papers Didn't Pay. 


It was in this campaign that San- 
chez was dubbed by his friends the 
"fearless editor." He wrote for his pa> 
per Just what he thought about the po- 


lice and the strike 
opposers, 
and lit 
did not shrink 
from 
circulating his 
poor opinions of both under their very 
noses. 


When the strike ended Sanchez dis* 
covered that giving away newspapers 
that do not carry paid ads. is an un- 
profitable business, and his bank ac- 
count was seriously depleted. 
Local 
No. 20, rising spontaneously to a mo- 
tion to that effect, voted to open tha 
treasury to reimburse Sanchez for bia 
invaluable services to the cause. 


He suspended 
publication 
of 
The 
Unionist after it had accomplished Its 
purpose, but two years ago he launch- 
ed 
a monthly 
publication. 
The St. 
Louis Independent, which was indors- 
ed a year later by the Labor Press As- 
sociation of the 
United 
States, with 
the exclusive franchise in St. Louis. 


Sanchez is still the fearless editor, 
as indicated by his action in the Octo- 
ber edition. 


The United Railways Company is to- 
day seeking to settle 
its differences 
with the city government in order to 
renew its franchi.se for fifty years and 
raise new capital to make needed ex- 
tensions and take up maturing obliga- 
tions. 


Tho United Railways applied to an- 
other 
St. Louis union 
labor publica- 
tion for advertising space In which to 
put before union men the company'« 
reasons for urging 
the enactment of 
pending settlement 
bills. 
The labor 
paper refused to publish the ads., thus 
cutting off the company's opportunity 
to present its arguments. 


The company then applied to the St, 
I.K)uiB Independent and the editor sur- 
prised it by announcing that he would 
carrj' any 
statement 
the 
company 
chose to make to union readers, mark- 
ing it "paid advertisement." 


The company officials accepted and 
told him of their experience with tho 
other labor paper. 
Sanchez 
unlim- 
bered his editorial wrath upon the con- 
temporary sheet, charging it with un- 
fairness and disloyalty to the union la- 
bor principle of arbitration. 


Sanche.z says he is in love with both 
his accupations. 
He holds that waft- 
ing is an art that requires almost a s 
much 
study and 
intelligent applica- 
tion to perfect as does editing a paper. 
They are both forms of work, he says, 
and are v.orthy the best efforts of any 
man who essays them. 
The rewards 
of each 
arc about eqnat, he says, so 
far as he can determine from his own 
experience, although he is convinced 
that as the proprietor of a newspaper, 
he may 
eventually 
accumulate more 
wealth than by v.-aitering. 


Sanchez frequently arises at 5 a. m. 
in order to report for duty at his hotel 
at 6 o\lock, and is not finished with 
his hotel work until S p. m. that eve- 
ning. 
It frequently happens that no 
must "make 
up" his 
paper 
for tho 
presswork between 8 p. m. and mid- 
night, and sometimes he has worked 
on his paper until 2 a. m. 


"Suppose 
you get 
tired 
out some 
night after working all day as a wait- 
er, and your paper must go to press?" 
he was asked. 


"I can't get tired out that night, bo- 
cause I have to make the edition," he 
replied, just like a regular newspaper 
man.

OBJECT LESSONS FOB TBOOPS. 


A large proportion of the pictures 
made in the European war are not in- 
tended for public exhibition. 
A rigid 
censorship is exercised over all photo- 
graphic work by the governments, ex- 
actly as in the case of the mails and 
printed .matter. 
The films may bo de- 
veloped in the field or in near-by ciUes, 
but they are not permitted to leave th® 
country until 
they have been passed 
upon. 
A Board of Censors sits In a 
darkened room 
at 
headquarters and 
scans every 
detail of the movies 
aa 
they flash past. 
Should some secret 
valuable in any way to the army, be re- 
vealed, it is erased or the film is de- 
stroyed. 


The presence of the moving pictur« 
men in such numbers at<the front doe* 
not mean that the governments are go- 
ing into the show business. 
The pho- 
tographs 
thus secured, 
at enormous 
expense, 
become 
matters of offloial 
record, and are, of course, invaluable. 


In no previous 
war has 
such com- 
plete photographic reproduction been 
possible, and the government officials 
have been quick to take advantage of 
the opportunity. 
It is estimated that 
upward of 10,000 films have been pre- 
pared by the army movie men in Ger- 
many alone. 
They are intended main- 
ly for educational work in the military 
training schools. 


As illustration 
for 
text-books and 
lectures, the war movies will have » 
unique value in the classroom. 
A les- 
son in 
strategy, for instance, may be 
illustrated by "a moving picture, show- 
ing the advance or retreat of troops 
in an actual engagement. Every 
p h ^ 
of military instruction may thus b« 11- • 
lustrated. 
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RUMANIAN 


KING QXHTS 
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family, 
succeeded 
his 
uncle. 
Kins 
Chai'les in October 1914, King Charles 
having died at Sinai on Oct. 18. 


Rumania declared war on Austria 
on August 2?. 1916, and King Ferdi- 
nand took personal command of the 
ariiiy shortly thereafter. 


King Ferdinand is the son of Prince 
Leopold of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen 
and two of his brothers are generals 
in the German army. 
He was born 
at Sigmaringen. August 24. 1865. 


Crown Prince Charles was born Oct. 
3, 1893 and is an officer in the Ruman- 
ian army. 
He is numarried, although 
early in 1914 it was reported that his 
betrothal to the then Grand Duchess 
Olga of Russia had been arranged. 


Gueen Marie of Rumania, who was 
a duchess of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, is a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria of 
Greait Britain 
and 
was married 
to 
King Ferdinand on .January 10, 1893. 
Since Rumania's entrance into the war. 
more than two thirds of her territory 
has b^en overrun by the enemy. 
The 
royal 
family 
fled 
from the 
capital,

on August 27, 191C, and Kins Ferdi- 
nand took personal command of the 
army shortly thereafter. 


King Ferdinand is the son of Prince 


Leopold of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen 
and two of his brothers are generals 
in the German army. He was born 
at Sigmaringen, August 24, 1S6S. 


Crown Prince Charles was born Oct. 


3, 189J and is an officer in the Ruman- 
ian army. He is nurnarrled, although 
early in 191-4 it was reported that his 
betrothal to the then Grand Duchess 
Olga of Russia had been arranged. 


Gueen Marie of Rumania, who was 


a duchess of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, is a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria of 
Great Britain and was married to 
King Ferdinand on January 10, 1893. 
Since Rumania's entrance into the war, 
more than two thirds of her territory 
has been overrun by the enemy.

royal family fled from the capital, 


. Bucharest, in the fall of 1016 and since 
that time has been at Jassy.
